SOUTH BAY - City Commission- 
ers had their first look at, and 
chance to revise, a projected land 
use plan the public should haye its 
first look at in about four weeks. 

Dr. Richard Ormon of Barker, 
Osha and Anderson, the engineer- 
ing firm which drew up the plan in 
cooperation with the City Planning 
and Zoning Board, presented the 
plan tothe ‘commissioners, explain- 
ing the changes made. 

Some of the changes involved a 
proposed change in the use of most 
of the land in the city now zoned 
for agriculture, a deepening of the 
commercial property on the east- 
ern edge of US 27 running north 
and addition to the plan of that 
part of Section II not now included 
in the city. 

Ormon said the reasoning be- 
hind the increased depth of the 
commercial property to 400 feet, 
which would give a full acre of land 
to any piece of land with 400 feet 
frontage on US 27, would be to 
encourage use of the property for 
more than “in and out” businesses. 

“This would allow the.owners to 
build small shopping centers,” 
Ormon told the commissioners. 

One of the more prominent 
features of the plan was the idea to 
use the berms on both sides of the 
North New River Canal as a “kind 


' of strip lineal park” to be used to 


plant trees, fish and picnic. The 
“park” stretthes the entire length 
of the canal through the city limits 
and also goes around the perimeter 
of the city's sewer treatment plant. 

The commissioners suggested a 
few changes to the plan, including 
less multiple family residential 
north of the center of town on SR 
80. 

Ormon stressed the fact the 
commissioners . shouldnt confuse 
the projected land use plan, which 
is required by law, with the city’s 
zoning. map. He said the zoning 
map, which should be based on the 
land use plan, has the force of law 
while the land use plan doesn't. 

He said he will now incorporate 
the commissioners’ changes into 
the plan and take it back to the 
Planning and Zoning Board. There 
will be three public hearings, one. 
before the Planning and. Zoning
